Ottawa, October 4.—Wheat 
production on Mother. Barth in 
1926 is 25,000,000 bushels less 
than tbe previous year, accord. 
ing to an official estimate is- 
sued today by the bureau of 
Statistics. ‘l’his is the case not- 
withstundiug an increase in 
production on this continent of 
nearly 40,000,000 bushels, 

Takiuy the production—in all 
couatries other than Canada 
and the United Stutes—the crop 
this year will be 64,000,000 bus- 
bels less thau in 1925, 

In North America, while Can- 
ada expects 4 smaller crop, the 
United States wilt iucrease 
their yield by more than 100,- 
000,000 bushels, All factors 
seem to puint to a keen demand 
tur wheat. according to the re- 
port, which reads;

Producers of Dairy Products 

! Canadian dairy products, like Cana- 
jdian wheat and produce from the 
}farms of the Dominion, are being pur- 
chased in increasing quantities by the 
housewife in the United States and 24) 
other countries of the world, accord- 
ing to a recent statement issued by 
the Canadian Government. ‘The prin- 
cIpal purchases of dalry products 
from Canada by American buyers is 
in the form’ of cream and milk, the 
latest compilation showing exports to 
Uncle Sam _ totalling $7,500,000 in 
value for the months ended Juns 
30, 1926. 

The annual production of the dairy 
factories of Canada now has a total 
value of $141,133,000, an increase of 
over $29,000,000 in five years. 

Production of creamery bulter in 
Canada last year was the largest in 
the history of the industry, amounting 
to 179,932,993 pounds, valued at $66,- 
933,456. These figures show an in- 
crease over 1924 of more than one 
|}million pounds in quantity, and over 
| six million dollars in value. 

Increases of nearly 30 million 
pounds in quantity and over twelve 
million dollars in value are also shown 
in last year's production of factory 
cheese, as compared with 1924. The 
quantity made in 1925 totalled 178,- 
| 350,346 pounds, valued at $36,781,343. 

The prairie provinces of Manitoba,

| Prairie Provinces Among the Leading! Just As Important Ags It ls To Human! 


Beings 
A unique hospital for vegetable 
diverse research haa just been started 
at Covent Garden, London, in connec- 


ature Research Section. 

Ilere a fruit “doctor” diagnoses the 
troubles of English and imported pro- 
duce. 

So successful have these experti- 
ments been that many diseases, in- 
cluding the “brown heart” in apples, 
have been completely overcome. In 
one part of the laboratory, “breath- 
ing” tests are carried out to ascer- 
tain the vitality of certain kinds of 
fruits. 

“Breathing” is just as important to 
a banana, pear, or a plum ag it is to 
a human being, and when a fruit 
ceases to breathe it “dfes’’ and goes 
bad. 

Owing to the scientific methods 
which nre now adopted in connection 
with the cold storage of fruit and 
vegetables, garden produce can be 
kept in perfect condition for very long 
periods. 

Among the “residents” at the Cam- 
bridge Low Temperature Research 
Station are caullflowers, which are as 
fresh as when picked two months 
ago; pears gathered last September, 
which look as healthy as if they had 
been plucked yesterday, and apples 
which ripened over two years ago, but 
have not lost one fota of their flavor.

Drug Yielding Plants Are Found In} 
Many Parts of Canada 
The gathering of medicinal plants, | 
the bark and leaves of trees, does not 
appeal to the average Canadian farm- 
er perhaps because of lack of know: 
ledge of the varieties and parts which 
may readily be converted into cash, 
And yet, in‘many districts, this would 
prove to be profitable employment for 
spar@® time and , certain medicinal 
plants could be cultivated with profit, 
says the Natural Resources Intelli- 
gence Service, Department of the In- 
lerior at Ottawa. 


The ginseng plant found in the 
woods of Ontario has for many years 
been much sought after because of the 
high yalne of seven dollars or more 
per pound which the roots command. 
Jt has been largely exported to China | 
where it {s prized as a tonic and stim- | 
ulant by the Chinese.

| But Difficult to Keep Uniform Under 
Varying Canditions 

Color plays an importany part in the 
| commercial value of butter. In Bur. 
\letin No. 70 of the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture, entitled 
dian Buttermaking,” Mr. W, I’. Jones, 
| chief of the division of dairy manu 
\facturers, gives considerable attention 
to this matter. Le points out that 
the natural color of butterfat varies 
with the different breeds of cows, the 
stage of the lactation period and feed. 
Cows on green pasture produce btt- 
terfat of a bright golden color and on 
dry feed faintly yellow, while as the 
lactation period advances the color 
becomes lighter. Naturally these 
varying conditions make it dificult to 
maintain a uniform color throughout 
the different seasons. A uniform 
shade of color, Mr. Jones remarks, in 
different churnings of butter can only 
be obtained by” knowing the number 
of pounds of fat in each churning. 
Keeping accurate churning records in 
which are included the number of 
ounces of butter color per hundred 
pounds .of fat used in each churning, 
checking the color of each churning of 
butter with a reliable butter color 
rod or chart, and by using this infor- 
mation to determine the amount of 
butter color to add to ihe next churn- 


| ing. If some of the churnings are 
worked more than others the shade 
‘is apt to differ. The butter color 


should be added to the cream before 
the churn gtaris to revolve.

New commandments have been 1s- 
sued by Ibn Saud, leader of the strict
